A Pleasing Showing of What 8kill
and Taste Conncil BinfMs Has,

The art exhibitlon, which opens to day,
In the building next to Officer & Puney’s
bank, presents 's very Interesting and
oraditable showling of what Counell Bluffa
oan produce In thls line. The three
young Indies, Misa 8. D, Rehusa, Mies M.
V. Ctaig and Miss Belle Hatoher, who
have provided this treat for those who
delight in the beaatifal, are thomselves
artista of no meam abllity, and the show.
Ing of their own work wounld form a very
fine exhibitlon of ltself!, Miss Rehne has
a number ([ excollent charooal skotches,
nod a  plesslng  variety of oil
work, including Jandscapes, floral pleces,
and panels, She has two small etchingas,
which are rare and very fine. She haa
also a copy of Guldo Renl's mater dolo-
ross, painted by Miss Rehso whon she
was only thirteen years of age. A land-
noape, in which a chestnut tree ls the

rominent feature, and which was ex-
Eihltod by her In Cincinnati, snd won
praise from critlos there, s amopg the
best plotures In the room,

The display of Miss Oraig's work shows
that she Isan artist of fine abllity and
cultivation. Some of her pleces wonld
compare favorably with those of artists
who have & natlooal reputation. She
has mome fine charcoal heads, and
two large portraits, one being of her
mother. She has two very fine paintings
In water colors alsn, which merit apecial
attention. One of her bes* paintings and
one which will pleasa the visitora greatly,
is a ploturin orl naval battle.

Miss Hatoher's akill in crayon ls shown
In & number of fine pisces. A plotura of
the thres Pharach's horsea Is one of her
besnt, and has been favorably commented
upon at previous exhibltiona. One pless-
ing oll palnting shows an cold straw hat,
filled with rcaes, and thrown negligently
down on the green sward, the rosea belng
very patursl, and the deslgn well exe.
outed In every way.

There are a large number of other pic-
fures, too many to enumerate. Among
them ls a free hand orayon, representing
a forester with a dead stag, and surround-
ed by hls hounds. It is the work of Miss
Clara Evans, sged eleven, the daughter
of T. J. Evann. For so youthful an
artist the work Ia indeed remarkable.

H. A. Collins, the portralt artist, has a
number of fine rpecimens in both oil and
crayon. There 18 a very well painted
matine visw, the work of Miss Jessie
Walker, who has a nomber of her pleces
on exhibitlon, Awopg them, and one of
the bost blts of ertin the room, is a study
In atill life, and one of her lindacapen In
worthy of special notice.

Miss Maggie Britton has her first work
there, a painting representing the castie
of Spitzendorf, very good for an amateur.

Mrs. O. Lavz:ndorfer has several ex-
cellent plotures, one of which s & winter
ecene, She has alsoa large landscape,
and a beautifvl floral piece.

Miss Mary Key has some of her handi-
work, which showa rare ekill for one so
young, one being an especially fine land-
scape,

Mra, Gates has shown ber akill in
palntiog from life scme crab.apples and
some water lillies, being very natural.

Among the pleatiog studies from still
life is the ploturing of an old candle and
book, tha work of Miss Clara Teal, and
very finely done,

Mra, J. C. Mitchell has eeveral land.
scapes, and other palotings, refleoting
ctredit upon her skill and taste. A placque
of lillies Is especlally fine, and omne o
horaes drinking Is one of the most worthy
of notice In the room.

Mrs. M. F. Rohrer has a very well
painted pastural scene, a wooden bowl
taking the place of the canvas. She has
also o very handsome mirror, adorned
with flowers,

Miss Bella Gilbert hes a pleasing land-
scape, and a very good picturing of blrds.

Mras, Champ has a very pretty palnt-
ing of water llilles which show very
natorally.

Miss Fleming adda to the intereskt of
the display by loaning two cld oll palnt-
foge, owned by her, the work of some
unknown arlist, but both very fine,

Miuss Beesle Stewart has a beautifal
floral piece in water colors.

Miss May Forman has a fine palnting,
landscape, showlng very skillfully the
approaching storm,

Eiu. Bliss, who has already galned
much praiss by her palntings, has several
of her best productions there. One of
the most novel of these is the picture of
s hat, framed 10 rough fence boards,
silvered over.

A WONDERFUL OPEILATION,

Muscle From & Dog's Leg Grafted on
on & Laundress’ Arm,

The New York Herald says: The
Bellevus Hospital physicians are just now
exchanging congratulations over the suc-
cesaful result of » remarkabls operation
In “muscle-grafilng,” the first of the
kind ever attempted lo this country. The
operation conalats in traveferrivg & bunch
of muscular tissue trom = dog or other
animsl to any member of the humen
frame that may be incapacitated throogh
the want of soch tlesus. At Bellevoe
Hospltal the dog was & mongrel and
the patient a lsundress. The latter se-
rlously injured her right srm while

st work im the Isundry, and five
weeks sgo went to the hospltal to
be cur A large soction of the

muscular substance between the elbow

— -

and the wrist was dead, and the rufferer
conld bardly ralse her arm, and conld not
aee her fingers at all. Dr. Halstod, vialt-
Ing surgeon of the hospital, saw that the
injury could not be cured uce‘\t by tha
operation of musole~gralting, It was an-
nounced, therefore, that the operation
would be attempted, and atthe appolnted
hour a erowd of stadents was present In
the amphitheater to witness It,

¢+ The dog was put under the Influence
of ether. The skinof the woonded arm
waa Iaid open and dissected back. The
ends of the divided muscles were then
found and cutoff ao as to freshen them.
Moanwhile one of the dog's hind legs

had been shaven, and =8 soon as
the arm was roady a  sectlon of
muscalar tissue abont four inches

long and two inches wide was cut from
the dog's leg, transferred to her arm
and fitted to the divided ends of the
munscle, Tho skin of the arm was then
roplacad ana mewn together. The opera
tion lsated abont balf an hoor, Tliree
woeks after [t was performed the patient
fonnd herself ablo to use her fingera with
little difficulty., Since then she has Im.
proved so much that the doctors say she
will leave the hospital Inafew dayas
quite cured. Dr. Hazelton, the house
aurgeon at the hospital was very reticent
last evenlng In  regard to the case, and
wonld only ssy that the girl's recovery
was complete.

The Now York Times Indualges in the
tollowing comment upon this plece of
nudaclons surgery;

The operation of taklog muscle from
s dog's leg and placiog it in a girl's arm
was Iately noccessfully parformed. It s
a rare operation,and naturallylt attracted
a great deal of attention. The assertion
that no such operation had ever previ-
ously been petformed is, however, a mis-
take, as can bo emslly ascertnined by ref-
erence to the third volume of *“Brald-
wood’s Surgical Cases, ' page 271,

Braldwood reports that in the year 1847
a young woman employed In a corset fac-
tory had the misfortune to stumble
sgalnst a machine for splitting whalebones
and before she could recover herself heor
nose was completely removed from her
face., This misfortune threatsned the
girl with the loss of her beanty, and she
was a0 much annoyed by it that she re-

tted that the machine did not kill

r.

Soon after the sacsident Dr, Parsons, a
surgeon of much loeal celebrity, whose
son i still a practising physlelan In the
village, asked the girl's permlmsion to
restorse her nore, promlsing that he
would make no charge for his services,
and remarking that even if his proposed
treatment should bo a failore she could
not well be made less atiractive than
she was, The glil, whose name is
for obvious reasons suppreseed, gladly
nceepted the doctor's proposal, and at the
appolnted hour took her place on the
operating table. The doctor had con-
ceived the idea of supplylng the place
of the lost nose with astrip of muscle to
be taken from the tail of a large mastiff
dog. Ho selected the tail musols because
his dog was a valusble one, and he did
not want to deprive theTanimal of any of
ite really valuable muscles, Both the
girl and the dog were placed under the
lofluence of ethor—tihe use of which as an
anicsthetlc has just been dlscovered—and
the tail muscle having heen carefully cut

out was applled to the girl's
faze, the latter having  been
deprived  of its epidermis  In

the locallty to which the muscle was ap-
plied. Great care was taken to bard the
muscle Into the shape of a large Roman
nose, and a8 the muscle and the face
united by first intention and healed rap-
Idly the girl found hereelf at the end «f
a month with a rather large but really
handsome nose.

So far the operation was a complote
succeee, but before very long the girl be.
came dlssatlsfied. The nose, owing to

¢|ita ently oaudal aesoclations, had a habit

of wegeing weenever the girl was pleased
or Interested In anything, This motion
on the part of the nose was purely in-
voluntary and entirely beyond the g'rl's
control. Whenever she heard the doe-
tor'svoleo the nose wagged violemtly,
and whenever a young man said snythlog
to herwhich pleased her the nose at once
betrayed the fact that she was ploased.
The girl was blessed with a good appetite
and when shesast down to dlnner her
nose began to wag, and never ceased
wagging until dinuer was over. As was
inevitable, so ramarkable a noss attracted
s gooid deal of attention, and some un-
favorable crlticlsm, The fellow board-
crs of the girl Informed thelr landlady
that either they or the glrl must leave,as
they could not eat in comfort with a
large nose constantly wegging in their
presence. No young man dared to make
love to the owner of the unfortunate
nose, knowlng that In ceasa her
affectlons should be enllsted her nose
would wag perpetually, and a stranger
who on one occasion filled the pulpit of
the Twenty-sixth Congregatlonal society
paased In his sermon and remarked that
the young lady who was expressing her
hatred cf rellgion with her nose would be
sare of & very uncomfortabla place here-
sfter, the fact belug thatthe girlin
question was so much Interested In the
sermon that ehe could not keep her nose
etill. Finally the aphsppy girl went to
the dootor and begged him to amputate
her noes and restere her face to Its prev.
lous level state, The doctor ylelded to
her entreaties and was so disgusted at
the practlcal failure of his brilliant opera-
tion that he never afterward mentioned
it.

We thus see that the operatlon per-
formed the other day waa not a new one.
It will, however, be thought mors nue-
cessful than was the orl operation,
sinse the transplanted muscle was taken
from » dog's leg and not from his tail. 1t
was cerlainly » most Interesting opera-
tion, but It was surpassed in difficaltyand
importance by Dr. Schwarz's celebrated
tranaference of a dog's liver to the body
of a human patient. As will be remem.
bered, the latter llved for many years,
and, with the exception of betraying »
tendenoy to swallow bones, gave no evl.
donce t any ocanine hablta had ob.
talned a lodgment with him In eompany
with the canine ilver,

RUSSIA IN OENTRAL ASIA,

Her Progress Across the Deserts
and Over the Great Oasls of
Tarkestian.

New York San,

A little east of the narrow tract now In
dlspute betwoen Rumis and Afghaniatan
is that extenslve protuberance called by
tha natives *The Pamir, or the Rocf of
the World," This wonderfal plateau,
furrowed by deep valleys, through which
flow the head atreama ¢f great rivers, is
the lofiiest in the world, and stretches
away for some hondreds of mlles from
10,000 to 15,000 fest above the sea. It
Is an elovated Isthmus connecting those
slmost impnsalble mountain systeme of
Asla, the Thisn Shan and Altal on the
north, with the Hindoo Kooah and Hima-

lagas  on the south, Here hls-
tory places the ocradle of the
Enropean races, Here lived our
Aryan forefathers, who, leaviog the

Pamir alopes, followed great rivers west.
ward, and fioally pastured thelr herds in
Eorcpe. Hither ara retminlng now
their dorcondants, the Slave and Anpglo.
Ssxons, sooner or lwter to contend for
the supremacy of Asia upon the histerle
ground from which their primitive pro-
genltora are believed to have migrated.

The Pamir sent Its waters west to fer-
tillze the Turkestan desert, gave the na-
tlons & passage way through mountain
barrlers, along its stranms that poured
castward into the Terim and southward
into the Ganges and the Iudus, nurtarad
the civilization that Genghls Khan and
Tamerlane founded In Turkestan, and
made possibla the advance of the Rus-
siana into Central Asia,

Though Peter the Great dreamed of
extonding Russia's power far beyond the
Oaspian, 1t was not greed of congnest or
commerce, but the need of defending
derself sgainat barbarous nelghbors
across the Ural that first turned Roseia
toward Central Asla. Ivan 1IL. put an
end to the terrible Tartar Invaatons that
for centurles wasted half of Ruesia and
Inid its chlef cities in sshes. But hla
successors did not free Ramia from the
pest of plllsging Kirghiz and Turkoman
tribes nntll they eatablished the Musco-
vite power In the large terrltory batween
the Ural river and the Aral sen.
tank wells In the Ust Urt plateau to
facilitate the operations of thelr army,
marched sgainst the turbulent Kirghiz,
and after several hard ocampalgns they
snbdued these 2,000,000 nomade, who
for over twenty years have paid thelr
conquerora without 8 murmur their an-
noal {ax of three roubles a tent,

Beyond the Kirghiz steppes that bord-
ered Rasaia stretched far eastward across
the desert two belts of vendure, through
which flows two great rivers, the ancient
Oxuos and the Jaxartas, now known as
the Amu-Daria and the Syr-Daria, The
one rising on the southern and the other
on the northern slopes of the Pamir, had
for ages distributed over theie banks al-
luvium borne on rapld tides from thele
hesdwaters, creating long and continu-
ous oasls in the most derolate desert of
the world. Here were rich lands and
popilous and hall-elvllizad nations. Hera
were theroutes to inner Asis, caravan
ronds that led to China, the highw-ys
over wnich great camel traics from Kok-
hara had for many years boroe to Oren-
borg and As'rakhan thelr loads of cotton,
eilk, ek ms snd chagreen leather to ex-
change tor Russlan hardware, chintz and
guns. Here was a chance fcr vast ex-
panslon of Muscovife power and com
merce. Ilossla’s motive was no langer
self-protection, but the subjugation of
the khanates of Tarkestan and the ex-
tenson of trade,

Her expeditlon against Khiva in 1830
was disastrous, Tbe bitter cold of the
Ust Ur: platean ruined Peroweki’s army
Russla, repulsed in her attempt to acquir*
the Oxus, turned to the Syr-Darla®
After she planted her fool upon tha.
river, her forward march was slow,steadt
and pereistent, Her line of forts alony
the left bank of the river, lengthene
year by year. She made the rlver hed
ally in her warlaras upon the khanstesr
Twelve years after the first Russian gun.
wase levellod at the walls of the first town
in Khokand, this rich khanate including
its metropolis, Tashkend, became the
Russian province of Ferghana, Then
Bokhars, after a bitter atruggle, loss lis
independence, Two of the three khana-
tes of Turkestan were now galned, the
Syr-Daria, from {ta mouth to {ts sonrces,
wes & Jtuseian stream, and the Moscs-
vite arms were once more turned towsrd
the Oxos, Gen. Kaufmann's atiack
upon Khiva was crowned with success
The khanats was added to the Russian
covquests In Turkestan and the Oxus
passcd into Rossia's control,

What are the countries and the peaople
whom Ruossla has conqgnered, at terrible
cost nnd after many years o¢ bitter war-
fare! The three khanates are estimated
to contain from 5,000,000 to ¢ 000,000
people. Vambery says that in the rich-
ness of {thelr soil sand In the wariety of
their productions it would be difficalt to
ficd in Europa a tarritory that would sur.
poss the onsls countrles of Turkestan.
Bokhara, anclent sest of Mohammedan
learning, etill attracts thousavds of siu-
denta from Indla, Afghanistan, Cashmere
aod Chins, The town has 170 mosques,
aod when Vambery vislted it 5 000 stu-
dentn were stadylng theology, logle and
philosophy in Its eighty colieges. The
chief oitles of the Khokand oasls, Tash-
kend. Tchemkent, Khodjend acd others,
are ecattered along the rich valley of the
Syr-Darin.  Beveral thousnnd Ruossian
and Cosssck pemsants have, with govern-
mental assistance, become tillers of the eoll
near Tashkend and Samarcavd, Task-
kend hay 100,000 population, thirteen
inns, aixteen colleges and many motques,
and its exports and Imports in 1878
amounted to $24,000,000. The Knivan
onsls, thongh kept within Ita narrow limita
bythe surrcunding desert,is large and rich
ennugh to support a populace of 1,000,-
000 people, Since Russia conquered
Kho she has placed up the Syr-
Darla a floet of steamers that ply up the
rlver for m distance of 1,300 miles from
the Aral sea. Sand bars In the lower
Oxus impede navigation, but Ruossian
boats have ascended the greater part of
its course as far aa Choja Saleh, now well
known on the river ae the polnt where,
the Afghans sasert, thelr frontior jolns
that ot Russia. Both theas great rivers

are valuable arterles of trade, baot
the Oxos, through the fer-
tlle lands along ita banks ar.

not 8o extensive nor #o populous as those
along the Byr-Darls, is now destined to
be commerclally the most Important
stream, While the Byr-Daria leads only
toward the comparatively barbarous
countries of Fast Turkestan and Thibat,
the Oxus will carry the frelghtege of

Some yoars
after Khiva fell. Skobeleff, and his Cos-
sncka scattered the Teke.Turkomans, the
preatest slave hunters and most Iawlers
nomads who roamed the desert, of Kara
Kom. Lsat year the lset atronghold of
this teibe was occnpled by Rusian troops.
It was tho earth fort they were building
In & bend of the Murghab river, at Morv,
when O'Donovan visited them four yesrs
ago. Its ramparts, forty feet high and
sixty foet wlae at the base, were speedily
knocked to pleces, and Merv now forms a

art of the Russlan Transcaspian prov-
nea. Years before Sir Henry Rawlin-
son, the groatest authority on Central
Agin, had told the Britlsh government
that **Herat In at the mercy of the gener-
al who ocouples Merv.”

Aw you first atrike it feels s if you were
going down, sure enough., Perhaps you
never thought of the tremendous blow a
locomctive strikeson a bridge. It's not
slone the welght of her, but when she's
making forty or fifty mile an hour and
comes down on a hridge It's enough to
make It sottle. Ilight here comes in my
ohjectlons teo donble-track roads. The
bridges on these roads are unsually bullt
continuons—one bridge for both tracks,
1 was rannivg along one day and was just
apvroachlng a bridge, when I saw anoth-
er traln coming toward me All of &
sudden the thooght ran through my
brain—what If both locomotives shou!d
strlke the bridge at the same instant, one
at elther end? The very thought of It
startled ma so that I shut off’ steam and
put on the brakes. I aln't a coward, but
I don't want any of that in mine, 1
wouldn't rlsk 50 per cent of the rallroad
brldges in the country to stand a blow
from both ends at the same Instant. Of
oonrae, n road may go along a year and
two trains may never happen to meat juat
that way—and even then the bridge
might stand it—but I thooght so much
about the thing that I lost confidence In
myself on the Central and reslgned. I've
been a slngle-track englneer ever sinca,”
